the order of the 31st October 1821 is te be considered as still in foree.

In like manner, ifthe Applicant 
shall have procoeded beyond the Territories under the Goverment of the Kant 
India Company, ho rast forninh a certificate and statement to the required effect 
from a Surgeoa or Physician, at the place of his temporary residence, hy whom 
jhe hax boun attended; such attendance and the perind of it to be stated, and the 
vortificate to be counter-signed by the examining Physician of the East India 
Company if the Absontes ix in Kurope, or by the principal Medical Authority of 
the Colony or cow to which Abventoo may havo proceeded ; or some 
sufficient reason # for the want of such counter-signature if not produced. 

The Officer countor-signing must either Peronall examine the Applicant, 
or state somo sufficient reason why he has unable to doso, when any of 
the required particulars are neglected, leave will be refused. 

Section 17 Leave of absence will bo granted under the following 
limitations to Servants who may be declared by a sufficient Medical certificate

4. In casos of extreme urgency, ihe Ifeads of Offices aro authorized to 
grant leavo of absence on Medical certificate to the xtent of one month, pro-

Resourrion —The Mout Noble the Governor General in Couneil obverves 
that in February lust, a referénce was snade to the loeal Governments, and 10 
the several loval udminixtiations under the Govornment of India, with a view to 
awertain whethor any, and what, tops hail been taken towards texting the qua- 
Fificationa of the Unéovenanted Mervants of Government in all Departments, in 
fhe same manner ns those of Covenanted Assistants are now tested mder the 
Examination Rules in force for that pmspose. ‘To thin refereuce replies have 
now been receiver, and the following in a summary of their contents, 


2. Inthe Madras Presidency except a» regards the Judicial Department 
wherein partica are required to pass an Examination before they can be promot- 
ed to the Office of District Mvon-iff, no meanures analogous to {hove m force 
for tho examination of Covenanted Assistants have been adapted for testing the 
qualification. of Uncovonanted Servants, Thiv is accounted for by the circumstan- 
ces that. with the exorplion of a tew Offices at that Presidency, Uncovenanted 
Executive cy of tho dexcription so eatensively employed in Bombay, Ben- 
gal, oud the ‘North Western Provinces. ix unknown in Madrax, But a plan for 
the employment of »uch Agency ha» bern submitted to the Government of 
India, and is now under consideration. 


3. From the Report of the Rombay Government it would appear that 
Uncovenanted Servants in all departments at the Presidency are subjected 10 un. 
examination. In the Revenue and Judicial Departmonts the Hoozoor and Din- 
trict Deputy Collectors, if Natives of the country, are required to pas an exami- 
nation in English, and in cases where tho Vernecnlar lauguage of any of these 
Officers in uot that of record in the Collectorate to which he is appointed, he ix 
roquired within two years from the date of his appointment, to pax» an exsmnina- 
tion ip roading and writing the rimning hand, ond in the colloquial branch of the 
latter language, Beniden this, Uncovenanted Deputy Collectors, and Muagin- 
trates, atv required to obtain a knowledge of the xysiem of Ravenne accounts, 
and 10 pau» the same examination therein as Covenanted Assistants to Collectors, 
the duties performed by both being sinilar. 

4. Uncovenanted Officers in the Public Works Department as well au all , 
Officers holding the intment of Executive Engineers, or Assintant Executive 
Engincers ara required to pasa an examination in the language of the dintrict in 
which they are employed, wafficient to prove such an acquaintance with tho lan- 
guage, written and spokeu, a3 enables the Officor to converse with Natives 
of all classes, to read and understand petitions without asistance, and to super- 
intend and revise accounts kept in the Native language of the district. 

5. Uncovenantod Asrintanth in the Revenue Survey Department aro re- 
quired to pass an Interpreters’ examination, sither in Maratheo or Goozarattes, 
and an examination as rogards roading and spoaking in the languages of the 
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Zillahs in which they are to be i employed. They are also required 
to pomoas w competent know pain gmoney, Fld | Surveying ond 
‘opographi wing, perfect acquaintance wit! ru he guid- 
ance oft! 0 Native setablishmen » in the exceution of the various operations cou- 
nected with the Survey. 


yg ht Uncoronanted Asristants uot included in the shove classe, are re~ 
tuired to possera a good inl knowledge of Hinduvstanco, a also a knuw- 
Inter of the Inngunge of tho districts in which they are employed. An oxamni- 
uation in the former, must be pasted within six month, and m the latter with- 
in two yearn. 50 Rupoea being detained from the full salary of the Office until 
the first examination is passed, and 80 Rupees until tho eecond. 


7. The Bengal Government has passed certain rules for texting the quali- 
fication» of its Uncovenunted Servants, but they are not at presont acted upon 
in consequence of the pressing want of Subordinate Officers fit for employment 
in renpouaible situations, which compels the Goverument to appoint, without re- 
feronce to their lingual scquiremen(s, men whose judgment and general know- 
ledge of public buxinesa, can be reliod upon. 

8. The Rulon when acted upon, will require all Deputy Magistrates and 
Deputy Collectors to mdorgo the same examination, as that to which Covenunt- 
ed Ansintants ure enbyected, and to pasa by the firet standmd. They will alo 
be reyuired to pass the necond at before they ure vested with powers af a 
higher order, or promoted to a higher grade. 


9. Asa general rule, it in Inid down, that no person can be appointed to 
the subordinate Executive service, who has uot a sufficient Imowledye of the 
Englinh language to enable him to pass the examination above tefeired to, u1 
the same qualificationy in that respect as are at Teeent requircd in pursens ap~ 

inted to the lowest rank of Native Tudgen: ‘bis rolo is appticable aluo 

uperintendenta or Assistant Superint ents of Balt Chokey's, and to Sub 
Deputy or Assistant Sub Depaty Opium Agents, who must also be examined, 
the furmer in Bengaley according to the fixed standards, and in tho Salt Regn- 
lations and practice, the latter in Hindvostauce and in the Opium Regulations 
and practice. In either ease the examination embraces such parts of the Reve- 
nue und Judicial Regulations, as Officern of their claxa have to be guided by in 
tho course of their duty.

rx sno shall pass a test, similar to that appointed for the Covenanted Ner- 
vanta of Government; aud since May 1864 ihe Hoard of Revenue have beon 
required to notify, that afler the expiration of xix months, no ono should be ap- 
poinied {o the Office either of Deputy Collector, or of Tahsildar, who did not 
ponsess a competent knowledge of Surveys on the Punjaub syatem, of Nagarev 
writing, and of Putvarreen Account: 
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12. Ithad beon the intention of the Liontenant Governor to allow no 
Deputy Magistrate to be raised to the exercise of Judicial powers higher than 
those of an Assistant, antil a system of examination ‘be matured which 
should embrace all Officers of the class. The restriction bas beon strictly main- 
tained in regard to tho Tabsildars, who in many instwnccs have been appointed 
to be Deputy Magistrates, but the prensuro of duly has led to permission being 
stiven for occasional relaxation of the mle in the case of Deput: Rotlectors Of apo- 
gially certified experience, and character, who had held office as Deputy 
Magistrates fur some considerable time.

nation will be devised if requisite, on his receiving instructiona to that effect. 


14, Nothing has been dune in the Tenasverim and Martaban Provinces, 
towards tenting the malifications of Uncovenanted Servants. There are only 
two Uncovenniled Oficers of a superior grade employed under the Commision 
er, but there are athai« who draw from 50 to 260 Rupecs a month. The Com- 
mivsiover desires to be informed what class of Officers are to bo examined, and 
what test is to be applied to wach class. 


15. The Comminsioner of Pogu states, that there has been no special exa- 
mination to test the qualifications of the Uncovenanted Servants in thw Pie- 
vince, but great care hay been teken in selecting them. 


16, Nothing has boon dono in Nagpore towards testing the galt ois 
of Uncovenented Rervants. ‘The term ‘Uncovenanted a vanty the Commis- 
sioner preaumes it is intended to apply only {o the extra A-sutanta, and posnibly 
also to Tahsildarr, but not to ministerial err, such as Sherptadara and other 
Uinla, If the qualifications of the first named Ufficers are to be tented, the 
Comumicesioncr desires to be furnished with specific rules, and to be informed 
within what period they will be expected to pans. 


17. The Commissioner takes the opportunity to solicit mstructions on the 
subject of the examination of the Assistant Commrsioners of the Province. He 
presumes, the Punjab rules in respect tu the claw of Offeers, will be held to be 
applicable to the Assintante of the Province uf Nugpore. 


18. The Governor General in Council remarks with satisfaction, the pro- 
that has been made in providing for the oxamination of Uncovenanted 
Gificern both before they ure simitted into the service of (torernment, and be- 
fore they are promoted to the higher grades, aud entrusted with higher powers. 


19. The enquiry set on foot under tho orders uf the President in Council, 
had special reference to such Uneovenanted Officury in the soveral branches of 
Exocutive Administration as are entrusted with indepondent authority aud em- 
powared to exercine the functions of Covenauted Awintanta in cithar the Magis- 
torial or Revenue Department of the Public Service. 


20 The Governor General in Council in of opinion that no person should 
te appointed to any charge of the nature above described, without first under- 
Hoing an examination in the vernacular Tungrungre of the district in which he js 
to be employed. This is the rale obscrved with Covenanted Aasistanta, and it 
should ba made universally and invarisbly applicable to all porrons appointed to 
exercine powers analogous to those with which Covonanted Assistants are vested 
on theia first appointment. 


21. Tn addition to this Hix ip in Council is of opinion, that no

without frst undergoing sn examination to tert hi goneral knowledge of the 
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uties he will be required 1o porform, and his proficiency in the ordinary branches 
of school education. For thie latter it is not absolutely necessary

‘he rules they have prepared for this end are not intended to take the 
place of any enactment of the Legislatare bearing upon the subjects of which 
they treat, but ure foundod on the existing tione and Acts, the purpose 


thereof being to give strict effect thereto, to revive wholesome regulations 
which bave allowed to fall into abeyance, and to enforce correctness and 
uniformity of practice. i 

The Sudder Udalut have cially tured their attention in framing these 
rules to the correction of irregulaiities observed by them iu the proceedings of 
the Courta snbordinate to them, and io the inculeation ol’ formu of procodure 
the advantage of which has been apparent to them in their own 

A nent evil which the fudder Udalut seck to remedy, is the preva- 
ence af pleadings of inoidsnate length The suit of a party isnot advanced 
by prolixity nt any stage thereof, ‘The introduction in a record off anoro than 
is ghaolately needed for the purpose of the record so far mars its utility, and is 
achech to dealing with the recad. The object of plosdings, is to put the tri- 
bunals an] the opposing parties in powesaion of the uatnre of demand 
mado, and of the vause of compliance therewith not being acvorded, A varicty 
of ciicumstances and a uiasa of evidence on either side may be and wil! be con- 
nected with the demand and the refusal. These are what the tribunals have to 
weigh in judging of the truth of the demand, and of the propriety of the re- 
funal but the setting forth thereof is not needed to make it apparent what the 
nature of the demand and what the ground of the refusal may be. The xaid 
associated cireamstanves and ovideuce come properly before the Court at tho 
heaiing or trial of the cause, but should have no place in the ploadings. When 
no introduced, they only serve to overlay. tho pleadings with unnecessary mat- 
ter orcasioning too often perplexity, wubjeoting: tho parties to needl ws expense 
and delay, and imposing frntlesy labour on all concerned with the suit, The 
law preseribes the utmont simplicity and succinctnes, in the preparation of 

ings, and this the Sudder Udalut desire to enforce. 

Another ovil which Jargely prevails is the want of regard paid to the en- 


forcing obrei vance of the periods for completion of the various processes in & 
suit. ‘The prewentment of ploudingy is to extend itnelf over lengthen- 
ed and indefinito periods of thue. ‘The prolixity permitted to pleadings has no 


doubt led to this laaity, it being scareely posnible when of the nature above 
animadverted on that they should be completed within the required time. The 
confining pleadings to_ their legitimate purposes will enable the Courts to en- 
fore the ‘rules proseribing periods for presentation of the pleadings. In like 
manuor ing oneo introduced, i other processes in suit 
have beon allowed to extend themselves Badefinitely. Tho Courts have aleo 
fallen into the same Joose method in conducting the suit to ite ond, by falling 
to adhere to appointed days for its hearing. The Sudder Udalut lay 10 
streve upon the necesuity of requiring ity in all stages of the muit, and

The trocr standard however whereby to judge of the woking of s/Courl ia the 
gto the Court. Every tribunal ch6uld be compe- 
tent. to dispose of the business brought hefore it without the éccurrence of es- 
sential arrcars, In the Criminal Department no arscars are per mitted to accrue 
and none but in rare instances occur, The Civil Vepartment should be on 
the same footi No aireare whould exist there but such as mie meideniat to 
the carrying out of processer in suits. The Sudder Udalut sa eceordingly 
henceforth jude of the working of the Coutts by the appeatance of arrests 
Vefore them and should these not be obviated will ‘seek auch reniedy 4 may be 
called for. They expect that ordinaiily no «uit» shall remain om any file be- 
yond the tenn of six mont].

60. Whon an Appellate Court may any dreree of a Court below

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RULES RELATING TO THE REGISTRATION OF LETTERS, SENT THROUGH THE 
Post OFFICE. 


Approved of by the Hon'ble the President of the Council of India in 
Council, on the 101k August 1856. 





1. The system of Reputation is applicable to all descriptions of Letters 
without distinction, but in the case of letters for Foreign countries from India, 
extends only to the port of despatch. 

2, A Post-manter. Depaty Post-master, receiver, or other Officer, on being 
applied to register a Lettor, will demand a Registry Fee of Four Annas, 
a will write distinctly, on the front of the Lotter “ “Regiatered Letter ;" he 
will also stamp the Letter plainly, and enter the stdren and number of it 
on the left hand side of the Receipt Book with which he in furnished ; he will 
next enter the number and addres» of the Letter wy the Receipt, so a8 to 
correspond with the entry inthe counterpart. ‘The Receipt will then be stamp- 
ed with the dated Offico Real, torn out of the book, and given to tho Porter. 

3. The Regintration Fee of Four Annas must be paid before a Recsipt 
ia given. 

A. The full address of Registered Letters must be entered on the Letter 
Chellann, and the Letter itsclfmunt he enclosed in one of the green printed 
covers that are rurminhed £ + the purpose. 

5. Thi» green cover wnust be oncloued, unsoaled, in the Bag or Packet ad- 
drenwd to the Delivering Office, or, when a Sorting Office intervenes, in the 
Packet in which Letter» for the Delivering Office are usually sent. 

6. No fetter can be received in order to be regintored, unlens it is brought 
to the ost Office half an hour before the closing of the Box for the particular 
Mail or Bag by whith it is to be denpatched. 

7. When from any cause, a Registered Letter cannot be delivered, it must. 
‘be sent back, without delay, with the original green cover, to be cturned to the 
sender. Whon a Registered Letter ha to be re-directed, and furwarded, the 
original green cover must be returned to the Office of Dexpatch, and the Letter 
sent to ity new addrews with a fresh cover. The full direction of the Lottor must 
alxo be entered in the Letter Chelluun with which it may be forwarded. 

8. On the delivery of a Registered Letter to the ty to whorn it is ad. 
Greased, a Receipt in duplicate must be tuken by tho Delivery Peon or Lotter 
Carrier, one of which Receipts must be returned to the Posting Ottice by the 
firet Post, the duplicate raust be carcfully prevervel by the Postmaster of the 
Dolivering Office a» the voucher for the safe delivey of the Letter: he will be 
hold respaasible for if if he cannot, when required, produce the Receipt as proof 
of the delivery.

‘The term Muscum iy derived from a Grock word, siguifsing a temple of the 
uses, and weknuow that at Athens, Rowe, and other cities, such temples wore erected; 
but whether, liko modern mnecums thes contamed collections of natural and arti- 
ficial curiosities, We are net xo exactly antormed. At Alexandria, in Hay, Piolemy 
Philadelphus, the second of the Grecian Kuyge of the country, established not only 
a public hb the Temple of Serapis, but also n kind of academy, or literary 
institution, called the Museia, snpphed with professors who employ ed thenumelycx 
in inetructing pupils by their wriunys, comersations, and lectures, the subjects being 
philosophy and other sciences, 





‘The probability, however, w» that there were many students of Nutural History, 
in the mont ancieut ‘times; for, in the overwhelmed Uy of Pumpeli, destroyed in 
‘A, D. 79, by Inva, in the room of a painter, who was probubly »_natun 
collection of shells was found, comprising a great varity of Moditurrunean species, 
in an good a stato uf preservation as it they ind remaitied for the satne mumber of 

eara in a museum, We know, morcover, that on the revival of science in western. 
rope, after the fall of the Greek or Consinntinopolitan Einpire, the princes and 
noblea forned collections of rehcs of art, of specimens of natural objects and other 
Productions, constitating cabinets and imumewmte |The dieensery Of Duta, statues, 
reliefs, ineqriphons and other antiquities of various Linds, fed lo the formation 
of mavy inuscame in Italy (where such subjects abound), earlier than in other 
countries; tho Medici, Dukes of Florence, particularly sigmalizing thetnselves by the 
liberality ‘and magniticence they displayed in procuring relicsof autiquities,and valua- 
ble manuscripts and works of art, at a vast expense. Jn the seventoenth and eight- 
centh centuries namerons museums, some exclusively appropriated to objecia rulat- 
ing to one acienco only and others of more miscctlaneons nature, ware formed; not 
hy kings and princes ouly, but by numbers of private persons: some of whom devot- 
ed thomeclves tu the task of fing during a considerable part of their lives, 
traversing foreign countries, regardicas of all toft or danger: other individuals, fa- 
vored by fortune, were enabled to employ their wealth in making rich and abundant 
collections of curiositics, availing themselves of the services of mon of science and 
research, who explored the world at their expense. 


In England, John Tradcscant, collected curiositi ‘i 
museum consiituted the necleas or foundation of he tamous Asbrasleon Haven 
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at Oxford. James Petiver, a London apothecary, formed a cabit 
history ; in Holland, Albort Sele disti himeelf as a collector of similar 
curiosities ; and in that country, also, John Swammerdam devoted much timo 
and labour to the study of ‘or the natural history of tho insect tribes, 
and to the formation of a + wmuscum, ‘The Ashmolean Museum, just 
mentioned, was ted in 1836, to the University of Uxford by Elias Ashmole, 
an eminent and antiquery. It comprised origmally spocitnens to illustrate 
netaral histury, and various artificial curiosities, expecially Homan autiquities ; 
and since its dablishment numerous sdditions have been made to it, Among the 
(host celebrated collectors in England during the last contury may be reckoned 
Richard Mosd, an euinent physiclan, who accumuluted a valuable cabinet of coins 
‘aud medals, besides other Interesting objects ; his rival, In. Jobn Woudsarl, who 
Applied himaelf especially, bat uot exclusively, 10 the collection and illustration of 
jtish minerals and fossil remains ; and Sir Hans Sloane who, at his demise, be- 
yueathed to Government his mugnificent nuscum avd library, in tho formatiun of 
which he had expended upwards of five luca of rupees.

AE ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA. 


[20% August 1863. 


Whereas by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament 
holden in the Third and Fourth Years of King William the 
Fourth, intituled An Jct for effecting an Arrangement with 
the Bast India Company, and for the better Governmentof His 
Majesty's Indian Porvttories till the Thirtieth Day of april 
One thousand eight hundred and Fifty-four, the Territories 
therein mentioned were continued under the (ios ernnent of the 
Bast India Company wutil the Thirlioth Day of April One 
thousand eight hundied and fifty four, with tho Powers and sub- 
jocts to the Snporintendence, Diroction, and Control therein 
mentioned ; the property and Rushts in the aaid Act men- 
tioned were continued in the Powession of the suid Company in 
trust for the Crown for the Service of the saidCovernment . And 
whereasit is expedient to provide for the Goverment of the Ter- 
ritories now 1 the Possession and under the Guverument of the 
waid Company alter the Expiration of the Term limited by the 
said Act. le it enacted by the Queen's moxt Excellent Bajes~ 
ty, by and with the Adtice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in thi» prevent Parlianont assem- 
bled, and by the authoity of tho name, a» fullows : 


I. Until Parliament shall otherwise provide, all the Ter-

GENERAL ORDER BY THE MOST NUBLE THE GOVERNOE GENERAL OV INDIA 
IN COUNCIL. 


Fort Wrir1am, 17th November 1854. 

No. 1150 of 1854.—The Hon'ble the Court of Directors having transmit- 
tel to the Govornment of India further explanatory instructions renrding the 
Fuelough Regulations published in Government General Order, No. 110 of 
the lst Febru 1864, the Most Noble the Governor General in Council in 
ploseed to eanedl that General Order, and to promulgate in a connected form, 

ihe Rules which have boen laid down by the Hon'ble Court for regulating Fure 
longhs and Leaves of Absence. 

‘With the view of adupting the Regulations to (he present increased facili- 
tien of communication, and to correct, as far as possible, any tendency in them, 
to detor Offivers from rovorting to the places which may be most conducive to 
the restoration of their health, when a change of climate is required for that 
purpore. the tollowing Rules aro established, and are to have effect from the lt. 

‘ebruary 1854 :—~ 

1. All Regimental Officers in the Service on the 1st February 1854. who 
prefer retaining what may bo considered the advantages of the old Regulations, 
may do 20, provided they signify their wish to that effert when they next apply 
for Furlough or leave of absence, without any limitation whether such leave be 
in India or elsewhere ; and Officers who once make their election will not be 
entitled to any other choice, but will be afterwards subject to the new or old 

alatious according to their decisions. 

2. Staff Officers, ae such, have not the above option allowed them, but 
they may retain the advantages of the old Regulations by giving up their ap- 
pointments, which, in such casos, will be consilored vacated from the date of 
embarkation. 

3. To thove Officers who adopt them, the new Regalations will apply 
retrospectively in respect of Furlough and leave of absence beyond sea, acd in 
con) puting their time of service for retirement, no that their Farloughs or leaves

No. 253 of 1856.-~-Tha following General Orders by the Government of 
India, are republinhod for the information of the Anny ; 

GENERAL ORDER BY THE MOST NORLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL OF INDIA. 
Ooracamunn, 21st September 1855. 

The Most Noble the Governor General of India is pleasod to notify for ge- 
noral information, that the Hon'ble the C‘ourt of Directors have, in reply to a 
reference made to them by His Lordship, trannmitied in their Military Letter No. 
100, dated the 8th of August 1855, the following instructions, relative to the 
new system of promotion which wa» t into operation hy the Hon'ble 
Conrt's Letter, No. 25, datod the 7th of February 1835, published in General Or- 
dera by the Government of India, No. 336 of the 23d of March 1865. 


1. The service of three years as Lieutenant Colonels, by which Officers of 

Artillory, Enginoers, Cavalry, and Infantry, whother

tenant Colonela. Military erployment, in piluations which by the Re- 

gulutions in force atthe time can be held by Lieuten-

The leaves of alvence in India granted to Resimontal Lieutenant Coloneln, 
are not to Le deducted frou the three yeure qualifying them fur promotion to 
lone!

But in consideration of the effect of the lute promotions on them, they 
will be permitted to continue in their ronpedtive situations for s poriod of six 
months from the 14th of Neptem ber 1855, the date of the reocipt of the Hon'ble 
Court's despatch ; provided that in the case of Brigadiers their tour of Command 
shall not by this indulgenco be extended beyond the limit of five years. 


‘The several Governments shall have the power of retaining on special 
grounds to bo separately reported to the Hon’ble Court, Major Generals for the 
following Offices in the throe Presidencies, viz. 


Secretary to Government in the Military Department. 
Adjutant General of the Army. 

Quarter Master General of the Army. 

Military Auditor General. 

Commirsary General. 


ILL. The adjustment of rank among the Lieutenant Colonels of the three 
Presidenciex, heretofore made under the insirnetions 
Rank of Officersin the of the Hon'ble Court's Letter No. 8, dated the 27th 
different Prestdeacies. of July 1436, publivhed in General Orders by the 
Government of India, No. 226 of the 14th of Novem- 
ber 1836, will henceforward be discontinued. The icneral List of Lioutenant 
Colonels of the three Presidencies ax now existing will remain unaltered, and by 
it the Government of India will be guided iu making promotions to the rank of 
Colonel, as dirccted in the Hon'ble Court’s despatch No, 34, dated 2st of Feb- 
roary 1865, promulgated in General Orders, No, 410 of the 4th of April 1856. 
But henceforward promotions of Lieutenant Colonels to be Colonels, whether 
to supply casualties in ordinary course, or under the provisions of the new rys- 
tem of promotion, will be lo in the three Presidencies without reference to 
the relative rank of the Lieutenant Colonels in the Armies of Fort St. George 
and Bombay, with that of the Lieutenant Colonels of the Bengal Army.

The moat Noble the Governor General of India in Council ix pleared to di- 
rect the publication of the following Extract, paraiseaph 7, of a Dewateh Srom 
the Hon'ble the Court of Directors in the Financial Departmont, No. 14 of 1852, 
dated the 31st March: 

Para 7. “ With reference to the opiniona expressed by the Governor 

General and by your Government, we have determined to withdraw the 
* privilege from those of our Covenanted and Uncovenanted servants, who are 
* utationed in Presidency Towns, and in such other placen as poxseus means af 
“their own of being supplied with Medicines, reverving it, however, aa al 
* present, to all Officers residing at up conntry, or out of the way stations, 
* where no means exist for obtaining a supply independent of the Government, 
‘ and we desire that you will take the proper means at once to dofine thone 
“ places to which the privilege ahall be continued.” 

In accordance with the foregoing orders, it in hereby notified, for general 
information, that from and after the lat January 1853, the gratitioun issue of 
Modicines, from the Hon’ble Company's Dispensaries, to sorvants of Govorn- 
ment stationed in the Presidency Towns of Calcutts, Madras and Bombay, will 
be discontinued. In all other places, at present, Medicines will continue to be 
dispensed as heretofore.

ArL. 2—In the enso of a person subscribing on the Tite of another, the

‘Act No. TV of 1812, for the better management of the Boats and Cattamarann, 
and for the amendment of certain Harbour Regulations, are suspended. 


2. Ifa Bout or Cattamaran is required for any extraodinary serviev to a 
Ship or Vessel, cither at anchor or under way beyond the limits of the Port, then 
the amount of hire which may be demanded may be referred tu the Muster At- 
tendant or hix Deputy for adjustinent—N. B,——For the purposes of the fureqo- 
ing Rule, aShbip at anchor in, or beyond 10 tithomy, and a Ship at any distance 
‘under sail beyond that depth of soundings in any line of bearing from the Man- 
ter Attondant's Flag Staff shall be considered as without the limits of thia Fort. 


8. In casea of great emergency. by night or by day, the Owners of Boats 
and Cattamarans bept for the purpose ‘of in Jet ont on hire, shall aid and 
aswint the Master Attendant and his Deputy by every means in their power, and

from a Memo. isaued by the latter Officer on board the “ Hapid"™ at Singaporo, 
dated Sth April 1854, it would appear that, puesuaut to an order of the Lords 
Conumissioners of the Admiralty of the 21st February, he annmimeed to the 
Captainy und other Othcers of the Naval Rquadron that he had axsumed ~ 
charge of the Station on the 27th March 1854, the date of his leaving Poi 
Galle to proceed to Hongkong.

3. Though it appears it was not until the 5th Apa last that Rear Admi- 
ral Sir J. 8 actually hoisted his Flag on the “ Rapid” at Singapore an 
jusued his © General Memorandum” to the Officers of the Squadron, announcing 
his having assumed the command on the 27th of the previous month under 
special orders, it is clear from the terme of the order of the Lords Comuns- 
toners of the Admiralty that he was fully authorized, in the event uf a certain 
contingency occurring, fo consider himse/f ax Commnanior-in-Chief on the Kant 
India and (‘hina Station from the time of hia departure fram Point de Gulle 
(the first Port within the linnts of his Command) v hich was ou the 27th March

4. This view of the claims of Sir F, P—— and sir J. ¥. ip eup- 
ted by the decision of the Honorable Court communicated in their Marine 
Frespatch of the 22d March 1642, No. & paras, 7 and 4. ‘Though the cirmmu- 
itances of Sir G. B—— and Rear Adssiral E.'s cases are nomen hat different, 
yet the principle on which the decision way founded isthe amac. Kir G.13—— 
claimed Batta as Commander-in-Chief from the 7th Juve 1840, the date of 
the Rear Admiral E.’a arcival at Mew Inland in the Straits of Sunda, to the 
6th July following the day on which he wus sutually superseded by Rear Admi- 
ral E. on his arrival on the coast of China. It was ruled that Aduniral 1's 
right to the allowanee comineneed from the date of hia arrival at Mew Island, 
and that of Sir J. B——— nereasurily erased af the sume moment, though thin 
Officer had actually performed the functions of Commander-in-Chief in the in- 
terval and had previously drawn Hatta an such.

RESPECTING PAYMENTS OF THE BATTA OF A “ COMMANDER" TO LIEU- 
‘TENANTS IN COMMAND OF ONE OR MORE HIRED TRANSPORTS. 
Despatch from the Honorable Court of Directors in the Marine Department, 
dated 20th August, No. 11 of 1819. 


2. Your letter No. $ of the 13th February last, transmitting 1 Memorial 
from Lioutenaut Densten, KR, N., has brought ta ‘vur notice a larger question than 
the ono involved in the particular case of that Officer. 

2. Licntenant Densten necks to be exempted from refunding the wuur of 
Ra, 3,204, batta awarded to him in the firet instance, on the sstppositiom that he 
had ben in command of a hired transport, but of which reivrbursement was 
subsequently demanded in the Scerrey Shel bs had. been employed ax Agent for 
transports, not as a Commander of a in the War with China. 

8. It eppears thet ever since the year 1808, it hax been custorary to pay 
Batta to Lioutonants of the Royal Nacy Commanding & Division of Transports 
Mt the rate asuigned in our Orders of December 1786, for Officers of the rank of 
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* Commander,” but the practice seems to havo originated entirely in an opinion 
expresead by Rear Admiral Sir Hdward Pellew, that Liedtenants so situutod 
‘ware ontitled to the Batts in question. 


4. Tt farthor appears that during the last ten yosrs Batts at the samo rate 
has also been paid to Lieutenants (Commanding ringle hired armed Tranxports, 
bat for such payments the ouly authority cited isa passage in our Despatch, dat 
ed 30th January 1839, wherein, in reply to 4 referonco from your Government 
on the question, we sanctioned “ the payment to Lieutenants while in command 
“ of any of H. M's Vessels of War, of the same amoont of Batta as would be 
“ paid to Officers of ihe rank of Commander in the same situation.” 


&. Neither in these words, nor in the question yor put to ur, was any men- 
tion made of Officers Connaanding Transports. By Her Majesty's Vesela of 
‘War were meaut only Vessel» actually belonging to Her Majesty's Flect, and 
whose names appoar in the lists of the Royul Navy ; certainly not private Ves- 
sels temporarily hired by the Crown for the conveyance of Troops or Stores, 
ase though, for tho purpose of defenve they may be armed with a certain num- 

r Guns. 


6. It is obvious then that our despatch of January 1639 did not authorize 
the grant of Batta to Lioutenants commanding single hired transports, nor are 
Lieutenants commanding divisions of Transports entiflud {0 such an allowance, 
which isnot authorized either by the vrigiaal Orders of Decermber 1786, or by 
our Despatch just mentioned. 


7. All paymonts of tho Batta of a “ Commander” to Lientenauts in Com 
mand of one or more transports have hithertu been irregnlar and nuust be dine 
coutinued, but we shall not reyuire the refund of any such payments as inny 
have been made hefure the receipt of this despatch. The utmiont we can allow 
in future to Lientenants of the Royal Navy attached to the Squadron serving: 
in the East Indies who may be placed in Snch situations, is the proportion of 
Batta to which they would be entitled a» Members of a Lieutenant’s Mews in 
Ship of War; and a» this proportion would vary in different Ships a Medium 
of the several rates of Butta tied to a Lientenant in Ships af the several 
ratings may be calculated and taken us the rote applicable toa Lieutenant in 
command of one or more transports. It is to be understood that the rant 
of any allowance of Batta in reapect of the Command of Tranvports i to he 
senfned to Officers actually attached to the squadron on the Envi India 

tation. 


8. With regard to the particular case of Licutenant Densten, it is obvious 
that the Batla which he has called upou to refind onght never te have 
been paid to him ; as however the money was actually awarded to hire ani has 
moreover been expended in the belief that the award was irrevocable, we shall 
not insist upon his rofunding the amount. The order for retrenchment may 
therefore be withdrawn.

EDUCATIONAL NOTIFICATION. 


1. With roference to paras. 51 to 12, of the Honorable Court of Dirvetors' 
Edaoational Derpatch to the Government of India, dated the 14th July 1854, 
the Diroctor of Public Instruction gives notice that he is prepared to reccive 
application for Grants-in-aid of Schools, either already established or pruposed 
to be established by private sybecriptions or endowments. 

2. These grants will be made with a special view to the extension and 
improvement of the secular education of the peaple, and will be given inpar- 
tually to all whools, whether male or female, Anglo-Verpacular, or Vernacular, 
(so far as the requirement« of each particular district, ax compared with othurs 
and the fds at the diapost of Government may render it desirable) which 
i asonnd secular education, and the managers of which muy consent to 
wubmit to tho conditions mentioned below. It will be covential to the con- 
wideration of applications for aid that the schools on behalf of which they are 
yrotarred, should be under the management of oue or more persons who, i 
the capacity of proprictors, patrons, trustees, or members of a cotnmitter. elected 
Dy the nocinty or association hy which the rchool ay have been founded, will 
ho prepared to undertake the general superintendence of tho schuol, and to be 
answerable for ita permanenee for some given tine 

3. No grants will exceed the amount of funds raised from focal or other 
sources for the purposes for which the grant is sought ; aud us a general prin. 
viple, oxcept in the case of normal schools for training teachers, grants will bo 
iusde only for wpecihe purposes, and not in he form of simple custeibutions in 
aid of the goneral expenses of a achoul. 

4. Except in tho case of normal schools for training teachors, granta will 
bw restricted to those echools in which some fec, however small, is eancted from 
the scholars. 

5. All applications for grants must be accompanied by a declaration that 
the applicants are prepared to wubject. the schoot, on behalf of which the appli- 
cation is made, to the inspection of a Government Inspector, euch inspection 
and examination having no reference to religious instruction, but only to secular 
education. The applicants must farther declare their willingness to conform to 
the conditions herennder specified for the regulation of euch is, and no 
pact will be made until it shall have been ascertained from the roport of an 
spector.

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‘THE GOVERNMENT NORMAL BOHOL. 


This Institution bas been established by Government for the purpose of 
supplying well qualified Masters for the Schools now in existence or hereafter 
to be ortablished in the Pronidency. 


It was opened in presence of the Governor of Madras, the Director of Pub- 
lie Instruction, and several loading men of the Presidency in March 1856. 


Tt consista of two departments. ‘The ono is the Normal School proper and 
provides for the instruction of the Normal  frmpils, the other ju in fort a large 
elemontary school in which from 250 to 300 boya receive instruction from 
Masters aud from the Normal Students, for whom’a division of it forms a prac- 
tising school, 

‘Twenty-five Government Scholarships of 30, 20 or 16 Rupees per mensem 
are attached fo the Institution and are awarded, when vacant, to such candi- 
dates for admission an pays the mont satisfactory examination in certain pre- 

\ seribed subjects, (See Notice.) 


‘The educational Staff at present consists of 3 Principal and an Assistant 
Training Master, for the Normal School Proper ; and of a Master, sia Ansistaute 
and six Vernacular Moonxbcers for the Priviary, but we know that an entire re- 

ization has been proposed hy the Principal and recommended to (io\eru- 
ment by tho Director of Mable Tnetruction, and this ir likely to be carried ont 
without much delay.

The sito of the Institution is the building in Vepery formerly occupied by 
the Grammar School. 


Some years must elapse before itx success can be rightly judged of, as more 
epends on the character of the meu whom it sends out than on their attain- 
montx aa hewn in an examination. The asion of accurate and extensive 
bnew! ia a uetessary characteristic of a School Master, but of little use, 
rather injurious indeed, unlese under the guidance uf sound principles.

The 
Lenofits of the former are secured by the payment of a donation (equal to two 
Years’ subscription) as entrance money, amonthly subscription, for which 
ihe widow will enjuy a pension equal to six timer the rate of subscription nnder 
certain rostrictions. In the Chi ’s branch, a monthly subscription, and a 
donation equal tu one year’s subscription, on account of each child, will secure 
& pevsion equal to four times the amount of that subscription, unti) a speci~ 
fied age. capital of the fund exceeds five and a half ace of Rupece, invest- 
ed in Government Socuriticn ; it has 497 subscribers in ite connection, and its 
present Tinbilitios do not execod 30,000 Rupees per annum, whilst its income is 

'0,000 Rupees per annuw.

THE EAST IMDIA COMPANY. 


Qn the Slst of December 1600, Queen Elizabeth chartered’ the first East, 
India Company ; which Company, through many vicinsitudes, ezinted under the 
same denomination until the year 1702, when it was absorbed by the United 
Company, which, on the 22d day of April 1834, placed its trading chartors i in 
abeyance, and had ite designation altered to “The Enst Indin Company ;” 
governing India until the S3Uth of April 1854, and dividing £6:4,000 « year 
‘until the 80th of April 1874; then receiving twelve milllons sterling in full of 
every claim. 


From the second Wednerdsy in Apri] 1854, there havo been Eighteen 
Directors of tho East India Company, threo (ultimately to be six) of whom are 
appointed by by the Crown. Henceforward the change is to be biennial, and each 

will be appinted for four years.
